EVIDENCE ON IMMIGRATION. 
IV. 

We hare now given the euhatanee of the 
written evidence of the magiatratoa, and of 
the oral eiidrnn of the wilnntet engaged 
in farming and pastoral purauith touching 
the demand for rural labour, aud th* rate* 
of wage* allowed to farm labourer* and 
thephorde. There is howtttr, another 
topic onimeeted with the wage* question, 
upon which it it our painful duty to offer 
a few remark* i we refer to the mode of 
payment, 

SettJeri, of course, do not keep money 
in their houae* \ in the remote ttatiou* 
it would be unsafe, even if it wen n rec- 
to do ao. Their usual mode of 
uaine** it to open a debtor and 
a ceo ant with a town merchant or 
storekeeper, from whom they piuehan 
their Mpptie*, and through whoa they 
diepoie of the chief article* of their pro* 
duo, In moat instance*, these commer- 
cial agent* are the aettien' banker*, and 
wages are paid hy orders drawn upon 
them. So eitenaively ia this system of 
drawing practised in th* interior! that in 
neatly all the rural dielriflts, these order* 
oonatitut* (he principal i-urrruiy; they are 
(he eirtvlttiing mW/Knt, psasing from hand 
to hand, jo*t like hank note*. And a 
very useful and convenient currency they 
would be, provided they were always sure 
of payment on demand. A mors easy 
method of representing th* settler's 
wealth, and of exchanging it for the 
various equivalent* he need*, could not be 
invented. But, unfortunately, this paper 
money, when brought to the test of pre - 
•entatian, it not always found to b* worth 
it* nominal value. Whether from the 
fault of the drawer or of th* draw**, 
the demand for payment ia sometimes met 
by thofflmg evasions, aod aometintea hy 
fiat refusals. Th* kam and anuoyaace 
canted by this breach of faith, are at all 
timet considerable, and ia tome instances 
very Hiioaa. Th* final holder of tbe 

oeived them in the way of trad* from D, 
whoreceired them in Like mariner from 
C, who received them in like manner from 
B, who received them ia pay men t of wage* 
from A, the drawer,— may bate to go a 
hundred miles lo enforce his just demands, 
and after all may lose both bit money and 
his time. 

It mutt be obvious to every one, (bat a 
freuueot repetition, of such irregularities 
at thia cannot hut stuke> public confidence 
in the whole ay stem of currency order*, 
and of course depreciate their eichsrure- 
iWe value, And this conaequrnceamotintt, 
in effect, to a reduction of wage*, and 
to a fraudulent breach of contract be- 
tween matter aud man. If the wigca 
■greed upon were £20 per annum, and the 
tenant find* that tbe paper in which his 
income ie paid cannot be negotiated bnt at 
a discount, sty nf twenty per cent., be not 
only ditcorert himself to lie one -fifth poorer 
than he supposed : but he feela that, to 
that extent, he bat been actually cttated 
out of hi* indubitable rights ! lie tanged 
far £W, and receive* only £16. Hs is 
therefore an injured and a justly irritated 
man, and doe* not fail to make known hi* 
wrong*, and to propagate his bad fattingt 
through the whole arrets of hit acquain- 
tance. His story 3* eonfirmed by th* ex- 
perience of others, who are equally acetous 
in malting their grltranee* th* topk of 
common discourse 1 aad thn* a prejudice

But 1* tbe practice of diabcaouriag or 
delaying the payment of orders of frequent 
occurrence f We ban been very alow to 
believe that it fei but we Irar we 
morf acknowledge that it really docs pre- 
vail to such an aitttit aa to be working 
serious ruiactusf to the enrotiy. True, in 
(be oomipuokttioo* from the country 
magistrates, published with the evideoee 
of Mr. MaaawitTwra, we perceive thai 
out of lb* twroty-aetoo district* thereio 
reported upon, only fin are admitted to 
ban bean subject to thii gnat evil. 
That* five, however, an five too many. 
Tbe Police Magistrate of Wolloiigoag say* 
— 'from (be scarcity of money, there

jetttil to a Trry roiuidcrabU leu in dit- 
a>u»t. These 1 conceive to be the prin- 
cipal causet why higher rslea of wage* 
are demanded in this district than 
in the more southern parts of the colony.' 
The Police Magistrate of Hartley says lint 
in that district wage* are regularly paid, 
but *dd»— * But 1 have heard (hat servants 
employed beyond the limiia of location are 
fi-tyiiculltf iltfrtmdetl ag rtttinmg- bad 
orderi in payment for (heir moneia, and 
also are tubject to great Imses by iieing 
compelled to proceed down the country, lo 
the rrsidenoe of (heir employera, tor a set- 
tlement of accouitta,' The Magistrates ol 
Patiick's Plaint, (hough very few cases of 
disputed sccounls hetween master* tnd 
serrnuti are said to hare come officially 
before the bench, admit it to be still their 
opinion ' that servants do frequently find 
it difficult to obtain their just claim*, tnd 
that this must continue to be the cue un- 
til a cheaper description, of labour shall be 
iatfoduced. or until • better market for 
colonial produce shall have been obtained.' 

The Committee, in their remarks upon 
this subject, declare that (heir general ex- 
perience enables them individually to 
'discredit tbe truth of this alleged grie- 
vance.' We are glad to tee (hi* dis- 
claimer; but in the face or tbe eiidence 
we hive jail quoted, and of the current 
rumour* of the day, we esnnot join in it. 
We fear that the general experience of 
merchant* doing business with country 
etarekerjier* would be (bund icarcely in 
keeping with (hat of the Committee, Nor 
would that of such of our branch ttankt as 
used 10 receive settlers' orders for collec- 
tion, until, finding the busmen more 
leoublesome then it was worth, tliey were 
compelled 10 reject them altogether. 

Something i* said by tlie Committee 
*nd by several of their wttnesie* about a 
reneeiy for thia evil. We beliere there ii 
no remedy but in the mind* of the 
tattlers themtf Ives. Such ( and of 
such we would hope there are but few) at 
disregard the moral part of the Hence, 
ought at leatt to jive dqe weight to tbe 
economic*] part. For the practice is not 
only morally wrong, but jrrotsl) impolitic. 
It* direct tendency ia to check the supply 
of labour, and 10 keep up high rslea of 
wage*, A mere tense of their own inte- 
rests, therefore, even were there no higher 
considerations, ought to induce the settler* 
to mirk it, in every instance, with their 
severe at reprobation, a* a dangerous offence 
again** their moo welfare.

For the pur- 
pose of shortening proceeding!, the Act 
of 1st and 2nA Victoria, chip. 37, was 
paised, whieh provided that, at Assise 
Courts and Courts of Quarter Sessions, 
the grand jury might swear witnesses to 
indictments, whose mines were endorsed 
on the backs of the bills by the clerks of 
(he Crown or peace. But the Court of 
Queen's Bench, which is neither an Assise 
tint a Quarter Session* Court, is expressly 
omitted in the aet i tnd in this Court it it 
held the common law practice should pre- 
vail. The Attorney-General, on Tuesday, 
resisted the reception of the plea of abate- 
ment, on the ground tblt it thould hare 
been tendered at th* arraignment of the 
traversers, lo thil stag* of the proceed- 
ings, he did not conoeive a pica of abate- 
ment would be received, lie tmited, 
however, tbal the Court would not receive 
those pleat (ill he had the opportunity of 
looking into thit matter more fully. He 
promiaed to add re** the Court on thit 
subject on the following morning. 

Reception or the Plea..— Dublin, 
November 15. — Ho far the traversers have 
been decidedly successful. After a most 
bitter and persevering opposition on the 
part of the Crown, the plea of abatement 
tendered yesterday, has been received and 
placed on the ales of the Court of Queen's 
Bench, The Attorney-General was tlto 
defeated on another point. After the 
court decided upon receiviag the plet, the 
Crown demurred, and required the 
inverters to join issue tt vuce. After 
another argument, the court decided, in 
favour of the travellers, that there should 
be four Jays' notice. In consequence, ill 
further argument is postponed until Mon- 
day next.
